It would 
have enabled the people to deécide for 
themselves upon this most. important f 
‘question of our public policy.

It cannot be denied, however deeply we 
may regret the result, that there was great 
force in: the demand for some new responsi- 
bility in the management of our Public Works. 
A clumsier, less efficient and more worthless 
machine for such purposes than the Canal 
Board could not be -devised.. Made up of men 
elected for other duties,.and unable to give 
any special attention to the details of canal 
management, the Board isalmost of necessity 
a too) in the hands of somebody ;—and con- 
tractors, a8 having the ‘most at stake, are 
quite certain to win the prize. We are not at 
‘all sure that the plan of electing the heads of 
our several State Departments has proved 
successful in practice :—so far as the manage- 
ment of theCanals is concernéd, it has cer- 
tainly diminished responsibility and destroyed 
efficiency. There must be some change, if the 
Canals are to remain the property of the State. 

The failure of the Legislature to act upon 
this question leaves the public works in a con- 
dition which is thus explained by the Albany 
Atlas and Argus: 

“The public feet an.interest in knowing in what 
condition the Canals and finences are left by the fail- 
ure to pass the $3,800,000 bill.. We stated some time 
ago that the work absolutely necessary tobe done 
on the Erie Canal Enlargement daring the season of 
navigation, was the independent line of Canal on 
the Montezuma Marshes, at a cost of about $120,000, 
and similar work at Holley, at a cost of about 
$25,000. 

The Canal will open this Spring with six feet of 
water, and will of course afford better navigation 
than heretofore. 

Asto finances, the Commissioners of the Canal 
Fund, in their report in February, made the deficien- 
cy of means to pay out-standing indebtedness (in- 
cluding expenditures on the Canals to the opening of 
navigation) $1,205,989 89. Of this sum, $710,000, to 
pay interest on Canal debt, has been provided for by 
a half-mill tax, Nor is it likely that the whole of the 
$800,000 due contractors for the 15 per cent. reserved 
wili all be wanted during the present year. 

Thus it will be seen that the public interests are 
not likely to be seriously inconvenienced until the 
close of navigation. Then there. will be no funds. to 
go on with the enlargement during the Winter, un- 
less the Legislature, on meeting in January, shall
